May 2, 1996 (copy of Notice enclosed), submitted herewith in connection with the > y/ 
above-identified application is (1) a substitute computer readable form pursuant to 37 ChF.R. 
§ 1.821(e); (2) a Declaration under 37 CFR §1.821; and, (3) a check in the amount of 
$130.00, respectively. 

The undersigned attorney is somewhat puzzled by this second Notice to File Missing 
Parts. First, our office routinely scans all incoming and outgoing diskettes for viruses using 
an updated version of F-PROT. We have not had any problems with the "MacGyver" boot 
viruse or any of its aliases. Second, we generate two diskettes with the ASCII file when 
preparing the computer readable form of the Sequence Listing: one for filing with the PTO 
and one to as a file copy. Our usual procedure suggests that both diskettes were taken from 
the same batch of commercial diskettes at the same time and the file copied to each 
respective diskette. However, our file copy was shown to be virus free. Additionally, the 
undersigned attorney scanned the file copy disketter from the 12/15/95 filing and the PTO 
and file copy from todays filing on McAfee Virus Scan 2.2.12. No viruses, including 
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McGyver, were detected. A copy of this scan is enclosed. 

Regardless, enclosed is a substitute diskette containing the Sequence Listing as filed 
December 15, 1995, and the appropriate Declaration under 37 CFR § 1.821(f).
